To  tha  Mayor,  iildemen  and  Councillors 
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Your  Worship,  Miss  Plowman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough  of  ifarohan  for  the  year  1944. 

Live  births  totalled.  57,  Livin';  a  birth  rate  of  25,0  per  1,000  population! 
for  the  Borough  as  compared  with  17.6  for  England  and  Wales.  Deaths  totalled  I 
32,  iviiv.  a  death  rate  per  1,000  population  of  12.9  for  the  Borough  as 
compared  with  11.6  for  England  and  Wales* 

The  notification  rates  per  1,000  population  were  hip her  for  the  Boron  h  in 
the  case  of  Measles,  Whoopin;  Coufth,  and  Pneumonia,  than  the  corresponding 
rates  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  With  the  exception  of  two  deaths  from 
Pneumonia  there  were  no  deaths  from,  notifiable  diseases. 

Of  the  15  cases  of  Measles  notified  durin,  the  year  12  wero  notified  in 
.august  amongst  children  resident  in  the  Fublic  Assistance  Institution,  none  of 
whoso  hones  wore  in  the  Borough.  The  remaining  3  cases  wero  in  children 

whoso  homos  wore  in  the  Borough  and  wore  notified  in  the  last  days  of  the  ygarj 

those  are  the  forerunners  of  a  Measles  epidemic  expected  next  yo-ar.  Tho  last 

Measles  epidemic  in  the  Borourh  was  in  1941. 

Twenty -or. o  casos  of  Sonno  Dysentery  wore  notified,  2  durinr  tho  month  of 
Au  not  and  19  durinr-  Soptembor.  Durinr:  tho  month  of  July  Sonno  Dysentory  was 
prevalent  in  tho  surrounding  rural  district  and  tho  first  case  vnxs  notified  in 
Warahar  or  23rd  august;  this  case  of  Sonno  Dysentery,  in  a  grooor’s  assistant, 
was  discovered  in  the  course  of  investigating  tho  origin  of  a  case  in  the  noarb; 
rural  area.  Vfiicn  discovered  this  aaso  liad  recovered  but  was  still  excreting 
Bact,  Sonnoi.  On  2Bth  August  a  case  was  notified  from  tho  children’s  ward  of  j 
tho  Public  assistance  Institution  and  stops  wore  tal-on  to  prevent  further  spraac 

Durinr  September  12  cases  woro  notified  from  tho  Public  Assistanco 
Institution,  10  cases  in  tho  children's  ward  and  2  amongst  the  nurnins  staff, 
making  a  total  of  13  cases  at  tho  Institution.  During  September  a  further  7 

cases  occurred  in  the  town  bringing  the  toted  to  8  casos  notified  from  tho  town. 

Tho  results  of  investigation  of  the  outbreak  at  tho  Institution  S”  -posted  ^ 
that  tho  staff  wore  probably  infected  from  town  cases  and  they  in  turn  oausod 
infection  amongst  tho  children.  Samples  of  milk  supplied  to  tho  Institution 
and  from,  dairies  supplying  tho  town  gave  nogative  rosults  on  oxanination. 

Apart  from,  those  notified  cases  tharo  wore  probably  a  fow  hundred  oth.Gr 
cases  which  wero  not  notifiod  as  tho'r  were  not  ill  onough  to  sock  medical  advice 

Much  could  bo  done  to  roduce  tho  incidence  of  the  food-borne  diseases  by  a 
hi.  her  standard  o.f  personal  hygiene  amongst  all  food  handlers,  whothor  in  tho  1 
homo  or.  in  places  where  food  is  prepared -and  distriJUrtod. 

Five  new  cases  of  FUlouuiar'-'  Tu b orc-ulos i_£-  and  two  now  cases  of  N on-Pu-ln oftarjf 
Tuberculosis ■  wore  notified,  during  the  year.  There  was  ono  death  from  Pulnona* 
Tuberculosis.- 

Tho  number  of  casos  of -Scabies  (2)  and  Verminous  Conditions  (2)  compare 
satisfactorily  with  tho  figures  4  and  14  respectively  for  the-  previous  year. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  during  the- year  undor  the  Council’s  schdmel 
for  immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria.  Tho  percentage  of  «the  child! 
population  inmvmisod  in  tho  ago  groups,  undnr  5  years  and  5  to  15  years,  will 
bo  found  in  tho  bod1-  of  this  report.  The  pore  ant  ago  in  the  ago  group  undor  5fl 
years  shows  a  drop  from  tho  previous  year’s  figure;  this  is  entirely  duo  to  thql 
fact  that  tho  figure  for  tho  number  of  children  in  this  ago  group  as  supplied  by 
tho  Ministry  of  Food  is  higher,  and  more  correct,  than  the  estimate  arrived  atl 
in  previous  years  based  on  tho  1931  Census  figure. 

Tho  main  task  in  tho  post-war  years  will  be  tho  provision  of  now  houses  and 
the  reconditioning  of  old  houses  to  bring,  than  up  to  a  standard  approximatin';.:  j 
that  of  a  council  house.
